State Raisin Growers' convention, was 
in a happy mood yesterday when he in- 
formed a RuruiiucAN reporter that 918 
raisin growers representing about 35,000 
acres out of a total ol 50,000, have signed 
the compact to accept not less than 414 
cente a pound for good raisins in the 
sweat box. 


The weak places are at Hanford and 


Riverside, the growers of both places 
having not responded to throe separate in- 
vitations asking them to participate in 
the work of tho convention. 


Thirty-five thousand acres are very 


short of 50,000, and tho executive com- 
mittee is working hard to ,get all this 
acreage into the compact, because 10,000 
boxes would break the market, and 
it is, therefore, necessary to get them 
" in. 
'There is only one packer in Fresno,' 


said Mr. Harvey "who bos refused to 
sign tho compact and he has been around 
Washington colony telling the growers 
that the combination has been Tjrokon 
up. He is trying lo buy raisins for 4 
cents for layers and 3 cents for loose 
raisins, all of the first crop.
